In Belgrade, Yugoslavia's fed- 
eral- executive council held a 
special two-hour session to dis- 
cuss grave problems arising from 
the British-American decision to 
turn their occupation Zone A of 
Trieste free territory over to 
Italy. 
The Yugoslavs occupy 
Zone B of the free territory, 
•which was Italian before World 
War II. 


IN ROME, Italian Premier 
Giuseppe Fella called in the 
American, British and French 
ambassadors 
and 
gave 
them 
Italy's latest proposals on Trieste. 
Pella was believed to have made 
clear Italy wants to settle diffi- 
culties with Yugoslavia without 
force and is prepared to assure 
Yugoslavia to this effect. 
Civil police kept a sharp watch 
•'to prevent a repetition of the 
violence last night during which 
Italians and Slovenes 
clashed 
with fists and umbrellas and pro- 
Italians broke -furniture and win- 
dows at the economic group's 
headquarters.

Coke Thursday rejected a Demo- 
cratic appeal to delay reorgan- 
ization of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment until Congress reconvenes 
He said the department is 
"fully authorized" to put the plan 
into effect without consulting the 
full Congress. Coke headed the 
committee that drew up the blue- 
print announced this week.

Ballenger Denies Fraud in 
Sponsorship of Ad Sales 


Dean W. Ballenger, defendant He said he made about 5 cents 


in a mail fraud trial before 
Federal Court jury, took the 
stand following the government's 
rest and substantially 
denied 
pertinent testimony by 13 wit- 
nesses who preceded him. 
The government had under- 
taken to sustain two major 
points of the indictment: 
1. That Ballenger devised a 
scheme to defraud. 
2. That pursuant to such 
scheme he caused letters to be 
placed in the mails. 
The 
defense 
contends that 
there was no fraud in connec- 
tion with his sponsorship of a 
Farm Guide manual and sale of 
cover advertising. 


UNDER QUESTIONING by 


Defense Counsel Max Towle, 
Ballenger declared the following: 
1. That he never promised ex- 
clusive territory to a salesman- 
publisher 
2. That he never told an appli- 
cant that the latter was r to be 
hired as employee at $85 per 
week or for any other amount. 
That, to the contrary, it was an 
out and out sale of manuals to 
prospective salesmen. 
3. That the several documents 
involved in each transaction, re- 
ferred to by government wit- 
nesses as confusing, were for the 
purpose of enlightening salesmen 
to the fullest extent. 
4. That there was never a hint 
of refund of the $360 paid for 
the manuals by each applicant. 
Government testimony was to 
the effect that there was to be a 
refund. 
5. That he never stated that a 
4-H, earlier manual, had been ap- 
proved by the 4-H organization. 


THE 4-H pamphlets, he testi- 
fied, were withdrawn by him 
after receiving a letter from 
Washington.

Prisoners in Second Fight 


Nothing more dramatic, surely, has ever 


come out of a war prisoners' stockade than 
the struggle of thousands of Chinese against 
the enforced "persuasion" being attempted 
by their former mates and officers. It goes 
far beyond the heel-dragging and gratuitous 
delaying tactics of prisoners anywhere, in 
any age. For it bespeaks both hatred and 
fear of the former masters, a desire to go 
anywhere, do anything, rather than return 
to the Communists. Enough is known now 
of the persuasive tactics of tiie Red dictator- 
ship to make their reasoning perfectly clear 
to the world. 


And so the Chinese who were impressed*" 


Into the Communist armed forces 
are 


screaming, cursing, throwing rocks, blowing 
bugles, and making demands—probably also 
a "first" in history—to put off their appear- 
ances before the official explainers sent to 
get them back into the fold. 


The Western world knows now, and learns 


again every time a prisoner like William 
Oatis is released, how right these Chinese 
ere to fear and resent the brain-washing 
they are slated for. Since~ the Communist 
theory and practice allows for no considera- 
tion of moral or human values, there is no 
limit on the lengths to which their in- 


genuity and determination can take them. 
In the light of the refusal_of 23 American 
prisoners to return to home and freedom, 
it is not strange that 5 of the first 300 Chi- 
nese interviewed—after being brought out 
of their compounds by threat that their In- 
dian guards would fire on them—elected to 
return to the Reds. Among the 22,000 in the 
first group there would inevitably be some 
genuine 
Communists. Th«se 
five 
were 


shepherded out through a special exit, while 
their stubborn comrades were raising the 
Chinese Nationalist flag in their compound. 


The questioners were visibly shaken by 


the abuse poured on them by the prisoners, 
and some quickly shortened the process. 
They still have the power, however, to 
"examine" these same men as often as they 
choose, right up to Christmas eve (a strange 
connotation for one of Christendom's great 
festivals) and let nobody imagine that Mos- 
cow and Peiping won't have some new 
methods to try. But every victory, small 
and temporary as it may prove, is still a 
gain.

PANMUNJOM—Did we continue the Ko- 


' rean War for many weary, costly months in 
. order to avoid forcible repatriation of our 
; prisoners, only to be confronted with some- 
; thing very like forcible repatriation at the 
! bitter end? 
The question is very insistent 
here in Panmunjom, among the 
bleak brown hills where the 
23,000 prisoners nurse their 
fears behind barbed wire while 
the I n d i a n guards .march 
smartly to and fro and the neu- 
tral nations repatriation com- 
mission elaborately and po- 
litely debates technicalities. It 
is harder, it seems, to find out *>•"* *""• 
the free choice of men than one would have 
thought. It can even be a cruel business, 
deadly to some of those who must choose. 
Not so long before these words were 
written, the Indian chairman of the repa- 
triation commission held his first full dress 
press conference. Lt. Gen. Thimmaya is a 
handsome, soldierly fellow, obviously a man 
of good will, although one may perhaps 
doubt the good will of his smooth political 
advisers, Haskar and Chakravarti. The tent 
is crowded, with the Communist newspaper- 
men looking bleakly superior on one side, 
and the U.N. reporters shooting questions 
from the other. It is pretty hard to believe 
that the only prize of so many months of 
long and hard fighting, the principle of 
human freedom, is here at stake. 
But then a question will suddenly, half 
indirectly raise the issue, to be dealt with 
by Gen. Thimmaya as best he could, in his 
smooth Oxford English.

U.N. Warning Ignored 


Have the rosters of the prisoners, given to 
the Indian custodial force at the time of the 
prisoner turn over, now been handed on to 
the repatriation commission as a whole? 
Yes, says the general, surely this was nor- 
mal procedure. (So the repeated warnings 
of the U.N. Command have been ignored. 
The Poles and Czechs on the commission 
have the lists of the prisoners by com- 
pounds. And when each compound is called 
up before the Communist "explainers," the 
prisoners can be threatened with hints of 
reprisal to their families if they do not 
change their minds.

And then about violence in the camp, 
how about that? The general, plainly un- 
labertomly expiate that the 


prisoners tend to become violent in the 
presence of "some members of the com- 
mission"—the Poles and Czechs. Several 
had been shot in the course of these out- 
breaks, one had perhaps been beaten to 
death in the hospital; it was*too bad, it 
could not be helped. The general has talked 
to some of the prisoners' leaders. He hopes 
they understand things better now. 
Such were the symptoms of an ugly situ- 
ation. If it worsens, great numbers of these 
unfortunate Chinese and North Koreans 
who feel themselves so helplessly the play- 
things of an unpredictable fate, may in 
the end be bullyragged into changing their 
minds and going home to their deaths. It 
does not need to happen. But the situation 
needs to be understood and dealt with.

U.S. Has No Pleaders 
Partly the trouble lies in the makeup of 
the commission itself that the American 
administration agreed to in its eagerness 
to get a truce. The Communists have two 
active advocates on the commission, the 
Pole and the Czech. We have none, for the 
Swiss and the Swede are truly neutral, and 
will not plead the cause of either side. 


Partly too, the trouble comes from the 


fact that should have been understood in 
advance, that the Indians are not neutrals, 
but neutralists. The term would take too 
long to define. In the preset* case, it means 
that the Indians are determined to treat 
the Pole and the Czech, not as Soviet 
satellites, and as such open allies of one 
side, in the Korean fighting, but as full 
fledged neutrals hardly differing from the 
Swiss and the Swedes. Hence, the decision 
that Brave the prisoner lists to the Com- 
munists. 


Partly, one must add, the trouble also 
comes from our own side. Gestures were 
made to prepare the prisoners for their 
ordeal. We had to persuade them, in fact, 
to come to Panmunjom from their former 
camps without compulsion. But it can be 
that the Army's free wheeling psychological 
warriors have also helped to inflame the 
prisoners' suspicions of the Indians.

Loral Atmosphere Is Ugly 


Add to this a marked pettiness in the 
Army's dealings with the commission and 
especially with the Indian custodial forces— 
Indian officers have to beg correspondents 
to oblige them briefly by bringing in such 
simple necessities as toilet paper, with 
Army warehouses bulging just across the 
line. Add further the system adopted by 
both Gen. Mark Clark and Secretary Dulles 
of hurling condemnations of the Indians 
from afar, instead of arranging for compe- 
tent face to face negotiation of differences. 


Indian neutralism, even Indian strong- 


headedness, are being made immeasurably 
worse by American tactlessness and "psy- 
war" folly. The result can be very bad. But 
a good result is still possible., even after 
all that has passed, if the calm and sensi- 
ble Gen. Hull and the brilliantly able 
American Ambassador here, Ellis Briggs, 
will just replace the "psy-warriors," and 
try presenting the U.N. viewpoint in aa 
orderly and triaodlr nmnsr.

A 
government employe who has in effect ad- 
mitted criminal guilt surely should not be 
continued in the public service.

obstructing a vital process of government — . 
the process of inquiry.

There are two important points which at 
least some of the public may not fully un- 
derstand.

The first is that the Constitutional guar- 


antee against compelling m person to In- 
criminate himself Is one of the fruits of 
man's long struggle for freedom. 
This particular guarantee has a history 
written m torture and blood, dating back 
at least to the Spanish Inquisition, when 
"confessions" were rung out of guilty and 
Innocent alike. 
It is a vital part of the 
American free system, and has no effective 
counterpart behind the Iron Curtain today. 
At the same time like any of the guarantees 
and privileges of free men, it tends to lose 
its meaning if abused. The fellow traveler 
who relies on it merely to avoid implicating 
friends or associates in a possible Commu- 
nist apparatus of subversion, and not to 
avoid an admission of his own criminal guilt 
Is abusing the Fifth Amendment.

The second point that Is often lost sight 


of is that the right of the people's elected 
representatives in Congress to ask ques- 
tions is also a vital safeguard of freedom. 
It, too, is subject to abuse. But the right of 
congressional inquiry, when not abused, im- 
plies also the right of congressional com- 
mittees to get honest answers. 
When wit- 
nesses fall back Improperly on the Fifth 
Amendment the effectiveness of congres- 
sional inquiry is impaired.

A Stiff Sentence 


FT. LEONARD WOOD, Mo. 
—This letter comes from fivo 
soldiers who are greatly disap- 
pointed in the justice displayed 
by the Lincoln City Police De- 
partment. Being in the Armed 
Forces we do not expect any 
privileges above those of any 
other U.S. citizen, but we do not 
wish to have any person or 
agency take advantage of us. 


About 10 p.m. Oct. 3 we were 
driving through Lincoln on our 
way home •with a week end pass. 
Naturally we were eager to get 
home and we were traveling 40 
to 45 miles per hour in a 30 mile 
zone. We had just slowed down 
and turned a corner when a 
policeman on a motorcycle sped 
past the corner, turned around 
and came back to stop us. We 
acknowledged our mistake and 
we were willing to take the con- 
sequences until the policeman 
told us that he had clocked us 
at 61 m.p.h. in the preceding 
block. Everyone in the car knew 
we hadn't been going that last 
but since we had to be back at 
our post the next day we had 
no choice but to pay the fine 
which was $61. In addition 
there was a $10 fee for a lawyer 
to represent us in traffic court 
and pay the fine. To top it all 
off the Police Department held 
our car overnight and charged us 
$2.50 for storage. By the time 
we f i n a l l y had everything 
cleared up it cost $73.50 and our 
pass time was nearly used up. 
We all know of cases in which 
greater 
traffic 
offenses 
have 
been dealt with less severely. 
We feel that we were taken ad- 
vantage of because the Police 
Department knew we could not 
stay in Lincoln long enough to 
object to the charges.

HARTFORD, Conn. (IP) — More people are 
employed now in Connecticut than evec* be- 
fore in the state's history. It shares a trend 
that 
shows all-time 
employment 
.high 
through New England, with about 3,500,000 
at work in non-farm jobs. 
How has it happened? 
The answer is a new diversification of in- 
dustry, especially in the electronics field. 


In 1939 about 760,000 New Englanders 
were making soft goods like textiles, shoes 
and paper. That year about 360,000 were 
engaged in producing durable goods such as 
machinery and metal products. 
* 
* 
* 


TODAY NEW ENGLAND'S soft goods 
plants employ about 800,000. But durable 
goods plants have surged ahead to 
a 
(65,000-job level. 
Connecticut has taken big strides in the 
increased manufacture of durable goods. It 
can point to a long strike in the hat indus- 
try and rumored uncertainty concerning 
the future of some textile plants, but a 
view of its entire industrial stage shows it 
crowded with new plants. 


For example, Pratt & Whitney recently 


advertised for 3,000 more workers to be 
added to a labor force of 31,000. But more 
important to the overall picture of New 
England's growth in durable goods manu- 
facture are the numerous plants which have 
cut their baby teeth and come of age In 
•urprislngly brief time. 


There are certain basic reasons for this 
changing industrial pattern. 


As textiles faded from a -powerful role in 
the economy, New Englanders knew they 
had to "git up and go" if they were not 
to be left far behind in the nation's pros- 
perity parade. They had a great tradition 
of Yankee know-how and a vast pool of 
skilled workers. In many places they had 
empty textile mills which could be used by 
other industries, particularly in their early 
stages.

ONE FACTOR against them was a high 
cost of power. Another was a country-wide 
myth that New England was slipping. 


But employment, that basic measure of 
a region's economic health, shows New Eng- 
land has indeed "gotten up and went." 
Sparking the transition has been an amaz- 
ing-research industry. Many have heard of 
empty textile mills. But few have heard 
of the "trillion dollar triangle" on the banks 
of the Charles River in Cambridge, Mass. 


One of the great research centers of 


the world has sprung up there in the past 
few years. At Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and Harvard and Boston Univer- 
sities and in many private companies is 
a great concentration of knowledge and 
experimenting in everything from atom- 
smashing to frozen food. 


For example, the Arthur D. Little Co., 
largest research firm in the country, has 
developed almost everything from regional 
economy studies to helium cryostats. The 
National Research Corporation, among a 
multitude of other developments specialized 
in high vacuum work in connection with the 
atomic bomb; from its research devel- 


THESE ARE TYPICAL of the diversity 


of research effort which already has done 
much and is expected to offer a great deal 
more to the New England economy. The 
proximity of research institutions to manu- 
facturers who do not have their own re- 
search departments is viewed as a pull 
for new industry to New England. 
Throughout Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, New Hampshire and Maine, 
one finds new plants rising" in many places. 
An example is what the Raytheon Manu- 
facturing Company has done in Waltham, 
Mass. 


Organized on a very small scale In 1922. 


It manufactured radio tubes. In the late 
1930s it had the vision to develop it* 
research facilities. During World War II 
it specialized in work for the armed cerv- 
ices, producing 70 per cent of snrf ace- 
search radar and also power transmitting 
tubes. After the war it continued Its re- 
search, acquired other companies, and today 
is a leader in underwater sound eqnippneat 
and power tubes. 


Before the war Raytheon never had more 
than 1,300 employees. During the war it 
took over a deserted textile bleachery and 
other buildings in Waltham, building up to 
a peak of 16,000 workers working three 
shifts in its Waltham and Newton plants. 
-In 1947 it dropped back to about 5,700 
workers, but since then it has grown stead- 
ily. Today it employs about 22,000.

RAYTHEON naturally has given the city 


of Waltham an economic shot in the arm. 
Other firms have followed in iti wake in 
the familiar pattern of one firm attracting 
others to a community. Thanks to , the 
automobile and relatively short distances 
in New England, Raytheon also typifies a 
sort of employment that U increasing 
throughout the region. About 400 of it* 
employees drive dally to Waltham from 
Lawrence, 
about 300 from Lowell, and 
some 150 from Brockton. 


Rising hand-ln-hand with New England 


industry are farm, forest 
and fUherlex 


products. While farm employment I* down 
since 1939, farm cash receipt! have in- 
creased roughly from 266 million to 760 
million dollars, the New England council 
reports. The wood using industry this:, rear 
is expected to turn out 11,300,000,000 worth 
of products compared to a 1939 output of 
460 million. Fishing last year netted about 
68 million dollars as compared to IIS,- 
500.000 in 1939.

It's still a land 
of independent men.

Rail Commission Exploring Its

COMMISSION officials- said it 
was hoped that information which 
came in could be used as a basis 
for deciding whether this eiplos- 
Ires hauling is. interstate- or in- 
trastate in character. 


If it'is interstate then the In- 
terstate 
Commerce Commission 
would have jurisdiction. If not, 
then the Nebraska commission 
would be in charge. 


Although the action was un- 
doubtedly prodded by the ex- 
plosion of the ammunition truck 
on Dodge Street west of Omaha 
last Friday night, there are 
various significant factors in the 
current dispute.

AURORA—The first railroad 
carload of sugar beets ever to be 
shipped out of Hamilton County 
was loaded here by Maurice A. 
Kiemer. 


Kiemer is hai vesting his first 
big crop of beets which he esti- 
mates will run from 30 to 40 
carloads from 110 acres. 
His 
production 
is running 
about 15 or 16 tons per acre or 
one-and-a-half 
tons over last 
year's average. The sugar con- 
tent is high in the beets this fall 
and the beet tops are expected 
to make good livestock feed. 
Kremer says he finds beets are 
more work than corn, but the 
new type of beet harvester saves 
much hand labor and is making 
sugar beet production possible 
for the small scale farmer. The 
beet harvester lifts, tops and 
loads the beets all in one opera- 
tion. 
The Kremer farm on the south 
edge of Auroia has 380 acres 
under irrigation. Of this there 
are 160 acres in corn and tBe 
110 acres in sugar beets, making 
a balance between the two crops. 
In all, there are 150 acres of 
beets under cultivation in Hamil- 
ton C o u n t y this year. Of 
Kremer's 110 acres, 35 belong to 
F. E. Edgerton. In addition Ezra 
Kremer has 15 acres, Albert 
Oswald has 10 acres, and Ivan 
Smith 
15 "acres. Many other 
farmers are planning to raise 
sugar beets next year. 
It is estimated that 10 tons of 
sugar beets must be produced 
per acre before there is any 
profit to the producer. Hand 
work must be hired for weeding 
and thinning the beets, but the 
harvester can do an acre in

duction of good football teams. 


Nevertheless, the condition exists. If it 
Is to be 
remedied, 


Cornhusker football fans first must take stock of what they really 
believe to be the cause of the predicament. 


For what it's worth, here's the way I feel: 
First, let it be known that I hold no brief for Bill Glassford. 


If, in the final analysis, he is not the man for the job—then let him 
go. My relationship with Glassford hns beon pleasant, however. 
He has ticated me in fuondly style antl he has dealt with all othoi s 
the same way as far as I know. He has been a gentleman to Ne- 
hraskans, and Nebraskans should be gentlemanly toward him. 


• • • 
IN MY HONEST OPINION, Classford is not the best coach in 


the business today. Neither, however, nm I the best newspaper- 
man. 
In addition, I know many doctors, welders, lawyers, clerics, 


salesmen, financiers, and so on into the night, who aie not the best 
in their linos. 


And, 
for that reason, I have no argument with those who 


charge that the University of Nebraska could find itself a better 
coach. So could almost any other university you name. 


The point is, however, that gome nf the attacks being made on 


Glassford are made ; 'ith unfair tactics—tactics unworthy of the 
general concept of the American way. Sportsmanship has been 
thrown to the winds in an all-out effort to oust the Husker mentor. 


Hundteds of stories of the "why" of the Coinhusker predica- 


ment are circulating. Many of them are nothing but the purest 
fabrication. 
Common sense points out fallacies in most. 


Many theoi les and rumors have been repeated so often and 


heaid from so many diffcient sources that they soon are accepted 
as U ue. 
• • • 


MAYBE SOME are true. All of them cannot be. 
Regardless of their truth, they are not questions to be decided 


over a cup of coffee. If there has been negligence on the part of 
the Husker coaches, if they have fallen down in their jobs, it is a 
matter which should be decided by the state board of regents, or 
whatever group it is that hires and fires the coaches. 


In that way. Glassford and his aides would have a chance to 


answer the charges. That's no more than you or I -would expect 
in their places. 


I reserve the right to criticize the Cornhuskers or their coach 


at any time—but I also expect to allow them to answer if they 
desire. They can't do that with the childish sign painters who 
stencil "Goodbye Bill" slogans on the university buildings, nor can 
they do it with the unidentified rumor mongeis who never come 
out into the open.
